Dr. Frederick Morhart of the Emergency 
Hospital was called, and said that Mr. 
Vest had expired not later than 5 o'clock. 
The immediate cause of death was convul- 
sions, due to acute gastritis. 

The young man was well known in Bt. 
Louis and Kansas City, where he had many 
friends and acquaintances. 


Mr. Vest was 39 years old and was mar- 
ried. He had lived, in Washington during 
the greater part of his father’s quarter of a 
century in the Senate. 

He was born and educated in Sedalia, and 
entered the practice of law in that city. 
During President Arthur's term he served 
for a year in the United States consulate 
at Liverpool. 

After Senator Vest’s health commenced 
to deciine a few years ago his son was his 
constant attendant. 

Mrs. George P. B. Jackson, wife of the 
attorney for the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas, is a sister of the dead man. She 
lives at 1019 Thornby place, St. Louis. 
Alex. Vest, his brother, also survives him.

It is said that an effort will be made at 
the coming session of the legislature to 
put the office on a salary basis, but as the 
legislature is strongly Democratic no ‘“‘un- 
favorable’ action is anticipated. 

The probate judge has about eight hours’ 
work a day. The average circuit judge 
puts in 10. 


The Supreme Court judges of the state 
receive each only $4500 a year. Thus the 
lawyers say the argument is clear that 
the probate judge should not draw almost 
as much money as the entire judiciary of 
St. Louis. 

The story is persistent that Judge James 
C. McCaffrey, chairman of the Board of 
Election Commissioners, is to be made 
chief clerk to Judge Crews. 

Judge McCaffrey's friends do not deny 
this and the judge himseif is reticent on 
the subject. 

While the position of circuit clerk is but 
a cherry alongside of the probate judge- 
ship, plenty of political resources go with 
it. 

CIRCUIT CLERK’S POWERS. 

The circuit clerk, with the approval of 
the judges, has the power to appoint: 

One chief clerk at $3000 a year, five clerks 
at $1900 a year, nine clerks at $2400 a year; 
three clerks at $1500 a year, six clerks at 
$1080 a year, four clerks at $900 a year.

JUSTICES OF PEACE. 

Justices of the peace receive the munif- 
icent salary of $200 a year. Just how 
much legul work is required of them—and 
that constitutes whatever Mabor there may 
be to the office—can be judged from the fact 
that three of the honorables are saloon 
keepors and perfect gems of illiteracy. 

In fact, two-thirds of the Democratic 
justices elected have absolutely no knowl- 
edge of law, but they do know politics, and 
since the basis of compensation of justices 
changed, they have caught on to this fine 
‘political graft,” and it has been dis- 
covered that a justice can easily make be- 
tween $3000 and $3500 a year. 

The constable gets $1800 and in additional 
is allowed a clerk and a deputy, who each 
receive $1200. 

Here is another “graft.” Every. consta- 
ble, who, according to the politicians, 
“knows his business,’ can earn £25090. 

The constables are used, very frequent- 
ly, to collect rents and get a “rake off” In 
this way. 

When they fail to collect rents it is very

New testimony throws grave doubts upfi.n 
the seemingly perfect alibi offered in his 
behalf by his family. 

Charles F. Brown, a conductor of the ele- 
vated railroad, went to police headquarters 
and asked to see Mason. 

“That is the man,” said he, and Mason 
shook hands with him. 

The conductor asserts positively that 
Mason rode on his car. which left Waverly 
at 10:28 o'clock Saturday night, and that 
he and Mason talked about the Morton 
murder. Mason declares the conductor is 
mistaken in his dates. 

Conductor Brown's story was as much a 
surprise to the state officers as to the fam- 
ily and friends of the accused. An informa- 
‘tion was at once sworn eut and Mason was 
lodged in jail. 

Another man who says he saw Mason 
was Robert Elder. 

“TIT am sure that this is the man I w 
coming from the pond in the reservawon 
Saturday night about 9 o’clock,’’ said Mr. 
Elder. ““‘When I heard of the assault upon 
Miss Morton I thought at once that the 
man I saw had been down to the pond 
washing his hands.”’ 

Still another identification, which is re- 

arded as important, was made by two 

‘harlestown women. Entirely unknown to 
the detectives, the two women went to 
Cambridge and saw Mason. One exclaimed 
to the other: “That is the man; I know 


The other replied: ‘Yes, he is.” 

Policemen heard the remark and inter- 
cepted the women. They said that a week 
ago Saturday night they were accosted by 
a@ man on the street in Charlestown. 

The man, whom they positively identified 
as Mason, placed his hand on one of them 
and asked what time it was. They saw 
something in his other hand that looked 
like a stick ef wood. 

At that moment a dog, which was ac- 
companying them, sprang upon the man. 
Ete was frightened and ran. They were 
near an electric light and had ample op- 
portunity to see-his face. 

The gold watch of Clara Mortor, the Mc- 
Lean Hospital domestic, who was killed 
Saturday evening. and for whose murder 
Alan G. Mason is charged, has been found 
in a Boston pawnshop, and the police are 
searching for a negro whe ts said to have 
sold the article. Chief of Police Watts doeg 
not conceal his belief that he murdered 
Miss Morton and that Mason, who fs now 
in jail. is innocent 

As there have been a number of assault 
eases in this city in which the principal 
has been described as a negro, Chief Watts 
considered this new phase of the Waverly 
affair very important. He said today: 

“This certainly seems to let Mason out 
of it altogether.” — 

The chief said he was using every re- 
source of the police department to locate 
the negro and expressed confidence that 
he would be caught within 48 hours. 

For some months these murderous at- 
tacks upon unprotected young women have 
been frequent in the suburbs of the Hub, 
and the death of Miss Morton, following 
se closely on the fatal attack on Agnes 
McPhee. who was assaulted on Chester 
street, Somerville, Oct. 3, created a verit- 
able reign of terror. Women have remained 
at home after dark and special officers 
have patrolled the streets tn vain waiting 
oo the perpetrator of these deeds of vio- 
ence. 

The details of the cases were similar. 
Young women were the victims, and the 
slayer stole upon them and struck them 
down with some heavy weapon. bery 
evidently was not the object, for once the 
victim lay apparently dead the. murderer 
fled into the darkness. 

Several young women owe their lives to 
the assailant being interrupted at his work, 
and by only a hair’s breadth has he on sev- 
eral occasions escaped the hands of pur- 
suers, who came upon him in the very act 
of battering his victians. From the very 
first it has been apparent that these deeds 
were the work of no ordinary criminal.

His daughter, Mrs. McKee, who is said to 
have been infatuated with the young man 
whom her father is accused of having 
killed, sat among the spectators this morn- 
ing, deeply interested in the testimony. 

othing has yet developed in the trial! 
to show that she was overfriendly with 
young Larimore. The state has examined 
a half dozen witnesses, but nothing has 
been adduced to show who the murderer 
was. William Wagley saw Lester look 
through the window at the Plainville store 
and then ‘walk away home before the 
tragedy occurred.

Republican Majority Is Not 
Enough to Prevent Trouble. 


CANNOT STAND DESERTIONS 


CHANGE OF DOZEN VOTES WILL 
ALTER SITUATION. 


Under This Condition the Minority 
Expects to Force Important Is- 
sues and to Carry Some of 
Its Measures. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Although the 
Republicans have a working majority in 
the House of Representatives of the Fifty- 
eighth Congress, the change of @ dozen 
votes will be sufficient to give the Demo- 


crats control. 

The majority is the smallest the Repub- 
Plicans have had in many years, and will 
make any radical legislation almost im- 
possible without the assistance of the Dem- 


ocrats. 

With conflicting claims involving one 
vote in Maryland, three in Pennsylvaria 
and one in Idaho, the membership of the 
next Flouse is: 

Republican, 204; Democrats, 18%2—a Repub- 
lican majority of 22 and a Democratic gain 
of 2&3. 


Because of the difference of opinion 
among the Republicans regarding the ne- 
cessity fora revision of the tariff, it is 
more than possible that the Democrats 
will be able to force this issue to the 
front. — 

During the last session of Congress there 
Was a decided drift toward tariff revision, 
and the Democratic managers will force 
the Pepublicans to defeat or pass such 
legislation. 

Already there are enough Republicans 
dissatisfied with the existing rules of the 
House to make a change with the aid of 
the Democrats. 

Such Republicans as Littlefield of Maine, 
Hepburn of Iowa and Cushman of Wash- 
ington are among those ready and willing 
to join in an effort to change the rules. 

They assert that the speaker and his 
committee on rules practically say what 
legislation shall and. shall not . They 
have repeatedly attacked both the speaker 
and the committee, claiming that, under 
existing conditions, a member is not per- 
mitted properly to represent his constitu- 
ents. 

Members are not allowed to call up bills 
in which they are vitally interested without 
first receiving the sanction of the speaker 
and committee. 

With a working majority the Republicans 
will be held responsible for all legisia- 
tion passed and that which fails of pass- 
age. 

The Democratic gains in the States of 
Khode Island, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota. 
Delaware and California, where for years 
the congressional delegations have been 
solidly Republican, are reg@marded by the 

rty leaders as indicating a strong desire 
or tariff revision. The gains in New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jarsey, Massachusetts 
and other states were made in spite of the 
gerrymandering of the states by Republi- 
can legislatures. 

That the miners in the anthracite region 
did not give credit to the Republican par- 
ty for settling the ooal strike is shown in 
the defeat of Representative Connell of 
the Tenth Pennsvivania district. The Dem- 
ocrats made a clean sweep throughout the 


coal regions. Mr. Connell is a multi-mil- 
lionaire, and has served three terms in 
Congress.

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A NEW CITY. 


The adoption of the constitutional amendments opens the way 
for the complete reconstruction of the city government of St. 
Louis and the upbuilding of a new St. Louis. 

The third amendment authorizing a new charter enables the 
people to establish the city on a businesslike basis, free as pos- 
sible from partisan politics and with the best securities against 
corruption and inefficiency. 

In selecting the 13 freeholders to frame this modern charter the 
greatest care should be exercised to appoint only men whose sense 
of the public interest is assured. No special interest should be 
allowed to enter in and corrupt the new city at its birth. 

And in constructing the new instrument of government it should 
be the alm to corcentrate and define responsibility so that a 

; strong, well ordered administration of public affairs can be ob- 
tained. We have suffered so much from the present loose-jointed 
charter that no argument is needed to justify a radical change. 
The characteristics of the new charter should be simplicity and 
coherence. 

No time should be lost in getting to’ work. The subject will 
require considerable discussion. Ideas must be adapted to the 
conditions ant nothing should be accepted which cannot be made 
practically serviceabic. ‘ 

No city ever had a freer hand or a richer opportunity. The ad- 
vantages offered must he improved to the utmost. We have 
wallowed in the slough of corruption and incompetence for many 
years. ow that we are about to get out of it we should take 
every precaution to make the deliverance permanent.

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NEWSPAPER ART SHOW. 


The newspaper artists of St. Louls are giving the public a 
show this weck by holding the first annual exhibit of their 
productions at the St. Nicholas Hotel. 

A good while ago, when this country was the stamping ground 
of the red men, all news that was then thought worth while was 
diaseminxted by the artists of the time, who.achieved quaint mas- 
terpieces on strips of bark, reproductions of which may be found 
in the government ethnological reports and els¢where. These 
Grawings were usualiy in the style known as sketchy, and the 
artists were always war correspondents as well.

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WHAT THE LOCAL ELECTIONS SIGNIFY, 


The local elections brought gratifying proof of an aroused and 
active public spirit in the citizens of St. Lou's. 

This was evident in the overwhelming majority in favor of the 
amendments relating to St. L.ouis, all but one of which proposed 
an increase of the tax and debt burdens of the city for educa- 
tional and municipal improvements. The appeal for the consti- 
tutional amendments was directed to civic pride and patriotism. 

It was evident in the response of citizens to the appeal of the 
Post-Dispatch for independent action in favor of the best can- 
didates. The concentration of the hoodlum vote on unfit candi- 
dates in the down-town wards was overcome by the concentration 
of a large element of respectable voters on the good candidates. 
The returns indicete that many Renublicans resented the triumph 
of the Ziegenhein machine in the primaries and rebuked its effort 
io regain power in the city by voting for Democratic candidates 
or staying away from the polls. The Republican stay-at-home 
vote was large. It represented the revolt against Ziegenheinism 
and dealt that menace to municipal progress a-.deathblow. The 
Ziegenhein machine was destroyed as a power in the municipal 
government. 

Another result of the election was the passing of the Public 

Ownership party as an organized force in municipal politics. Al- 
though the sentiment in favor of public ownership is still strong 
and widespread, the leaders of the party find themselves without 
followers, This is partly due to bad leadership and partly to the 
fact that both the Democratic and Republican parties have 
adopted the public ownership platform. 
The returns offer no evidence that the Democrats have a ma- 
jority of all the voters in St. Louls. On the contrary, the party’s 
small majority of votes cast, which fell at least 30.000 short of the 
normal vete, indicates a minority and the probability of a re- 
versal whenever conditions justify an adverse judgment. 

The Democratic party won because of the excellent record of 
the Democratic municinpal administration, in contrast with the 
bad record of the late Republican administration and because its 
candidates on the general city ticket offered a stronger appeal 
to the confidence of the voters. 

The Democrats row have full power in the municipal govern- 
ment. The resporsibility rests wholly with them. They cannot 
chift it. ; 

In three successive elections the people of St. Louis have proved 
their wiilingness to thrust aside party ties and vote independently 
for the public welfare. The Democratic party in this city will 
stand or fall by the test of the honesty and efficiency. of its ad- 
ministration.

The cards ere two inches 
and a half in length and half an inch wide, 
and the kind most commonly used are 
called tseen-wanche-pae, ‘‘a thousand times 
ten thousand cards.’’ This pack has- 30 
cards—three suits of nine each, and three 
independent cards which are superior to 
the rest. The suits are named, respective- 
ly, “nine myriads. of strings of beads,”’ 
nine units of cakes’’ and ‘nine units of 
chains.’’ 

There are several queer names for other 
varieties of playing cards. One is called 
‘the hundred boys’ cards,’’ another ‘‘char- 
iots, horses and guns’”’ and a third, curious- 
ly devised on the principle of some of our 
historical games, is called “a thousand 
times ten thousand men’s names cards,”’

The tree grows to a height of 60 feet; when 
3 years old it begins bearing long greenish- 
yellow flowers and at the age of 8 may 
produce yearly 100 pounds of these flowers, 
blossoming every month. The attar is ob- 
tained by simple distillation of the choicest 
petals with water, no chemicals being 
used. Besides its value as a perfume for 
hair and toilet waters, the product jis prized 
among the natives as a medicine, being 
credited with curing toothache and num- 


erous other pains.

The weights of 1178-human brains have 
been collected by M. Marchand of Mar- 
bourg, says the Philadelphia Public Ledg- 
er. At birth the average weight is found 
to be 9.8 ounces in boys and 9.5 ounces in 
girls; at the age of one year, 2 pounds and 
15 ounces and 1 pound 11.5 ounces, re- 
spectively, and at the end of three years 
the weight has trebled. Increase is then 
slow. Full growth Is attained at 19 to 20 
years in men and 16 to 18 in women,the 
mean adult weight being three pounds one 
ounce in males and two pounds ten ounces 
in females. Loss by senile atrophy begins 
in man at about 48 years, and in women at 
about 70. Turgeneff, the Russian author, 
had one of the heaviest brains on record, 
weighing 4.7 pounds, and Gambetta's, 
scarcely 2.6 pounds, was one of the lightest.

their country by mere force of numbers. 

‘he muster place was at Sardis, and 
there Greek spies had seen the multitudes 
assembling and the state and magnificence 
of the sing’s attendants. Envoys had 
come trom him to demand earth and water 
from each state in Greece, as emblems that 
land and sea were his, but each state re- 
solved to be free, and only Thessaly, that 
which lay first in his path, consented to 
yield the token of subjugation. A council 
was held at the Isthmus of Corinth, and 
attended by deputies from all the states of 
Greece to consider of the best means of 
defense. The ships of the ereeny would 
coast round the shores of the Kgean sea, 
the land army would cross the Hellespont 
on a bridge of boats lashed together, and 
march southwards into Greece. The only 
hops of averting the dapger lay in defending 
such passages as, from the nature of the 
ground, were so narrow that only a few 
persons could fight hand to hand at once, 
so that courage would be of more avail 
than numbers. 


The first of these passes was called Tem- 
pe, and a body of troops was sent to guard 
it; but they found that this was useless and 
impossible, and came back again. The next 
was at hermopy lae. Look at your 
map of the archipelago, or Egean 
Sea, as it was then called, for the great 
island of Negropont, or a its old namé, 
Eubea. It iooks like a piece broken off 
from the coast, and to the north is shaped 
like the head of a bird. with the beak run- 
ning into a If, that would fit over it, 
upon the main land, and be{ween the is- 
land and the coast is an exceedingly nar- 
row strait. The Persian army would have 
to march round the edge of the gulf. 


This was, therefore, an excellent place to 
defend. The Greek ships were all drawn up 
on the further side of Eubea to prevent 
the Persian vessels from getting into the 
strait and landing men beyond the ss, | 
and a division of the army was sent off 
to guard the Hot Gates. The council at the 
isthmus did not know of the mountain 
pathway, and thought that all would be 
safe as long as the Persians were kept out 
of the coast path. 


The troops sent for this purpose were 
from different cities and amounted to 
about 4000 who were to vee the a 
against two milions. The leader of them 
was Leonidas, who had newly tecome one 
of the two kings of Sparta, the city that 
above all in Greece trained its sons to be 
hardy soldiers, dreading death infinitely 
less than shame. Leonidas had already 
made up his mind that the expedition 
would probably be his death, perhaps be- 
cause a prophecy had been given at the 
Temple at Iphi. that Sparta should be 
saved by the death of one of her kings of& 
the race of Hercules. He was allowed by 
law to take with him 300 men and these he 
chose most carefully, not merely for their 
strength and courage, but selecting those 
who had sons, so that no family might be 
altogether destroyed. 


When Leonidas came to Thermopylae the 
Phocians told him of the mountain path 
through the chestnut woods of Mount Eta 
and begged to have the privilege of guard- 
ing it on a spot high up on the mountain 
side, assuring him that it was very hard to 
find at the other end, and that there was
